Railroad Preparat:'o:s. 


Railroad preparations are vigorous- 


ly forging ahead. The big gang of 
workmen on the Reading has never let 
up a day. The Reading Company is 
spending $100,000 upon increased fa- 
cilities,

sidings and

tracks, on hundreds of tons of rails, 
on automatic signals, and on a tele- 
phone system. Over two-thirds of the 
track was pronounced ready some days 
ago. The work on the passenger car 
yard here has gone rapidly ahead. The 
yard has six tracks with a capacity of 
100 coaches.

They have however covered much 
work. Something like 307 wells have 
been inspected and many of them more 
than once and over sixty wells have 
been found with bacteria in them and 
the others contain good wholesome 
water. The owners of the wells hav-

out. they will be labeled dangerous. 


The contract for tne erection of the 


public comfort stations on the streets 
of Gettysburg has been awarded to the 
Chambersburg Heating and Plumbing 
Company at a bid of $11.000. 
The 


work will he started at once as it must 
be completed bj June 24. These sta- 
tions %vlll be the best sanitary type 
ancj connected with sewer and so main- 
tained as to give no offense.

"I beg to address you in the matter 


of having it thoroughly impressed, and 
in due time, upon each and every"vet- 
eian eligible to free Pennsylvania- 
Gettysburg transportation, that, as has 
been definitely and repeatedly stated 
for two months past, oy this commis- 
sion, no applications will be received 
by it after June 1. for such transpor- 
tation. 


"We have through you and yqpr or- 


ganization, and in answer to personal 
applications to this office, distributed 
32.500 application blanks, and-at tbjs 
writing there have been returned'W 
us but a total of 5,000—which is not 
one-fourth of the total number so dis- 
tributed.,- While I- ein---certain rthat- 
BjanT'thousand mole" blank's?ttian ""cajf 
"possibly^"be used-have been requested, 
I desire to through you. and every 
Post in the department, and through 
every" public channel possible, awaken 
the soldier who is eligible for this 
transportation, to an immediate reali- 
zation that he must have his applica- 
tion properly filled up and filed in our 
hands by June 1. out after that date 
it will be impossible for this commis- 
sion in the lew days then remaining, 
to verify his record of service and 
prove him eligible to this free trans- 
portation and without such verifica- 
tion we may not, under the law, issue 
such transportation. 


"Therefore. I request that as a favor 


alike to all your comrades and to this 
commission, you give the widest pub- 
licity possible to these facts." 


If thoughtful consideration had been 


given the veterans they would not be 
required to have the facts of their ser- 
vice and records passed upon. With 
a pension roil of livtng veterans avail- 
able those in authority should have 
known who was entitled and who not 
to transportation and not built a hedge 
of red tape.

The Way Out—A Building and Loan 


Association to Build, Kent and 


Sell Houses. 


Gettysburg faces a most peculiar 


situation. 
There has come- an indus- 


trial development with the Reaser 
Mfg. 
Co., and Gettysburg Furniture 


Co. such as Gettysburg has never had 
before. The two plants employ about 
200 men. They have given employ- 
ment not only to all surplus labor here 
but have attracted labor from other 
places until at the pfesent time dwel- 
ling" house capacity of the town is ex- 
hausted! If these plants are to de- 
velop and grow, adding to the num- 
ber of employes thf town must have 
more dwellings. The noimal growth 
is not sufficient. A big increase in 
their business will not be able to be 
met' by the plants by a corresponding 
increase of employees because there 
would be no dwellings for the men 
and their families. 


TJiiis" contingency nas been facing 


those interested in the companies and 
there IP no question that the conditions 
for a manufacturing concern is that 
the employers own their own homes, 
next that they rent homes. It is far from 
a. satisfactory condition to give the 
men au interest in the plant and town 
when they must board in Gettysburg 
witli their families living elsewhere. 


The way to help this situation has 


been studied by a number of our busi- 
ness men and the best solution seems 
to be to organize a workman's buildins 
aer of kitchens will probably be in- ^^ ]oan, association and other citf- 
creased.

Missouri, particularly (he Ozark hills.i 


funilslieK the greater part of the wood| 
used in making lead pencils. Though; 
many other varieties have been tried, 
none hii.s proved as satisfactory as the 
red cedar. 
The cedars },TO\V <• the 


rocky hillsides nil through the White 
river district of Missouri. 
They are 


ttuiall. stunted trees, seldom reaching u 
diameter of more than a foot at the 
butt. The logs are either hauled to the 
railroad and sent to the mill or floated 
In rafts down the river. 
At the mill 


the logs are first cut lengthwise by cir- 
cular saws into planks. These are cut 
Into right lengths for lead pencils, and 
those chunks go Into the hands of men 
who with circular saws rip them up 
into what are called "slats." Only tbe 
jed heart of tbe log is used. The white 
sapwood'is'thrown away. 
The slats 


are bound iu bundles and sent to New 
York, where the greater part ore work- 
ed up into lead pencils, and the remain- 
der goes to lead pencil factories in Ger- 
many and other European countries-— 
Exchange.

Why Chinese Shop« Are Small. 


The nveratre Chinese shop of any 


kind in Tientsin and Peking is a one 
story building without doors or win- 
dows ro tiie .street The entire front is 
closed by shutters at night 
in the 


day time the shutters are removed. 
These shops are fourteen to sixteen 
I'eet wide on the street, and tbe room 
is not deeper than this. Three or four 
feet back from the front a counter 
runs, behind which there is shelving. 
The storerooms are not deeper because 
of the peculiar arrauireaieut of Chinese 
houses. The typical Chinese bouse is 
only one story in height and is built 
on nil four sides of a square courtyard. 
Jf more room is needed There is a sec- 
ond courtyard in the rear with a com- 
njuuicarintr door, and so on. The ya- 
ruens or official residences of the va- 
rious Chinese officials of Tientsin are 
all erected in this way—one courtyard 
after another surrounded by buildings 
all opening into the court.

All the old deadi 
bark on trunk and limbs that was 
dead, has curled up and fell from the 
trees and new smooth bark is now! 
forming over the whole tree. Fruit! 
growers are invited to look at these J 
trees. Did the innoculation of turpen-j 
tine last spring go up with the sap, j 
and cause this great change? "We leave 
the question with others to test.
